The commision, after interrüp- 
ting talk on the solid waste 
proposal for a long discussion on 
sewage problems, approved a 
concurring resolution to set up a 
budgetary and, poliéy committee 
representing the city, the county, 
the solide waste authority, Belle 
Glade and Pahokee. 

* At the suggestion of Mayor Don 
Tanner, however, the commission- 
ers held off on a decision on who 
should represent the city on the 
кв committee until the first 
meeting in January. 

The plan, as outlined at the 
December meeting of the Solid 
Waste Authority, call for a 100 ton

The commission authorized San- 
ders to advertise for bids as soon 
as City Attorney John Baker was 
satisfied the city had complied 
with the federal requirement on 
federal wage determinations. 

City Community Development 
Director George Gartner found 
Tuesday city has the information it 
needs on the wage determination 
but there will be a delay on the 
part of state officials before the 
go-ahead is actually given the city 
to find a contractor. 

The wage determination is es- 
sential because when the federal 
government supplies as much as 25 
percent of the price of construc- 
tion, federal wage levels must be 
paid workers on the job. 

Cone has estimated in the past 
the difference in wage rates could 
mean the price of the city hall 
would be hiked by as much as 25 
percent more than if workers are 
paid wages comparable to other 
workers in the area. 

The local architect said Monday 
he would have to add 16 pages to 
the specifications of the job to 
satisfy federal authorities but that 
would prove little trouble. He said 
the plans are essentially completed 
at this time. 

Cone also cleared up another 
point when he asked the commis- 
sioners how they intend to handle 
the emergency power system in 

He said he had been under the 
impression the city would handle 
the entire problem of emergency 
power and he hasn't included in the 
plans any arrangements for elec 
tricity if outside power should fail. 

The commissioners told Cone 
they want to provide the generator 
and the wiring to the main electric 
panel. They expect one to take 
the wiring from there. 

When Belle Glade received noti 
fication of the $750,000 grant, 
Gartner said he felt especially good

Grigsby said he was informed of 
the grant approval last Thursday 
by Richard Orman of Barker, 
Osha and Anderson, the city's 
engineers who wrote the 
application for the funds. 

The plans for the building were 

originally drawn up more than a 
year ago but Grigsby said there 
will probably be some alternations 
to the plans before the city goes to 
bids. 
- He said there will probably be a 
workshop session in the near 
future when the commissioners 
will meet with representatives of 
Baker, Osha and Anderson, at 
which time the plans will be 
firmed up. 

The grant is part of a national 
rogram designed to ease 
unem] nt by financing public 
works and the -grants аге 
approved at the state level. 


Commission Monday, night during 
the commission's regular meeting, 
is called Dimension 100 and 
consists of a PBX operation with 
the capability of growing with the 
city as well as the addition of 
optional services. 

"There's no way you. сап 
outgrow this 'system," Southern 
Bell representative Janet Burman 
assured the commissioners. "I 
guarantee it." 

The. system was one of the 
three alternatives outlined by 'Ms 
Burman and one of the more 
unique features is the concept the 
city could "buy" 
either all at or in one of 
several time payment possibilities, 
knocking off almost half the 
monthly cost. 

The costs are divided into three 
"tiers", one of which is the cost of 
the equipment ($24,987 if paid at 
once), one for the administrative 
and service costs of the equipment 
and one which is the cost of the 
lines.

Gartner pointed out that while 
Belle Glade, South Bay and Paho- 
kee had all received grants, West 
Palm Beach and many other cities 
have failed in their efforts. 

He said he found out Tuesday 
morning that a total of 1,100 grants 
had been applied for throughout 
the state which would have meant 
$8 billion worth of construction 
under the EDA (Employment De- 
velopment Administration) pro- 
gram. 

Of those, 120 were in the amount 
of $136.5 million were granted, 
with almost $2.2 million coming to 
the Glades. 

Gartner said he believes one of 
the reasons the’ Belle Glade grant 
was approved was his stressing of 
the unemployment in the area and 
that construction employment 
would help the very ones hurt 
most. 

“It is expected,” he wrote in the 
application, “that employment op- 
portunities for 80 to 100 unskilled, 
semi-skilled and skilled workers 
will be made available to local 
unemployed residents during the 
course of this construction project. 

“Much of the labor required in 
this type of project will bé 'un- 
Skilled, ог semi-skilled," Gartner 
wrote, "precisely the types which 
are unemployed in this rural agri- 
cultural community."

If you observe some of the above 
problems on your plants and can 
learn to recognize them in most 
instances they can be corrected 
before serious damage occurs.

If the growth is twisted, curled 
or, otherwise misshapened this in 
fost instances would indicate that 
the damage is from thrips, aphids, 
nutritional deficiencies or possible 
herbicide damage. 

Burned tips on the leaves 
usually would indicate excessive 
fertilizer, cold wind or occasionally 
excessive drying out. 

If the plant has a general 

‚ yellowing and appears to be 
thinning out, this would indicate a 

+ lack of fertilizer, especially nitro- 
еп. It might possibly be too dry or 
the. plant might have root pro- 
blems, 

If the yellowing is randomly dis- 
trihuted and seems to be especially 
the: older or lower leaves, this 
child be an indication of over-

What to look for when purchasing a mobile home

Aside from your own impression 
about the dealer, check his relia- 
bility with others who have pur-

Five Methodist ministers toured- 
area migrant farm housing pro- 
jects: last Tuesday as part of а 
project to oppose the "Jnited

According to Rev. David Woer- 
ner, pastor of the First United 
Methodist Church of Clewiston, 
"We saw a few cases of sub- 
standard housing, but we were 
told that it was being phased out. 
Most-of the housing we saw was 
extremely good." 

‘Housing about 25 percent of area 
farm workers, the living quarters 
visited were mostly of cement 
block construction, though some 
olders ones were frame.

| "Barrack type" structures with 
up to 25 men per unit were widely 


used for single male workers, Indi- 
vidual hd duplex, houses, and 
mobile homes were provided for 
families. 

"Га take the worst farm housing 
we saw 10-1 over some of: the 
places I've seen in the cities", 
Woerner said. He said some of the 
housing in surrounding cities was 
"deplorable." 

Lee said USSC provides housing 
for year-round farm workers and 
their families. The ‘house and 
"ec are provided -- only utilities 
аге purchased by the worker. Each 
"village" has a dining hall and 
chapel, he added. 

In the case of families, Lee 
explained, "we will give them all or 
part of a house, if they need it." АП 
get Workman's Compensation, Ф 
pension plan, bonuses and group 
insurance, he said. 

Dori McAllister, public relations 
counsel for A. Duda and Sons, said 
lis cómpany provides rent free 
housing for about 54 families and 
67 single workers. Utilities are 
supplied for $2 a week per worker.

McAllister said his company is 
presently in the process of ех- 
panding and updating its facilities, 
which include barracks for single 
men and mobile homes for families. 

"Why get into the housing busi- 
ness,” he quipped? "During the 
season you have to have a stable 
cadre of workers,” 

Of the facilities toured, only the 
SBGA and the Belle Glade Housing 
Authority collected rent. The 
SBGA, which recently opened 
about half of 192 planned cement 
block duplex structures, charges 
about $30 a week for each family 
unit without utilities. The rooms 
are completely furnished. Belle 
Glade Housing Authority collects 
about $28 per week for the house 
and utilities, though the actual 
assessment is based on the family's 
ability to pay according to a sliding 
fee structure set by the U.S. Office 
of Бе Education and Welfare, 


According to Harvey Poole, 
manager of the Belle Glade Hous- 
ing Authority Project No. 2, most 
of his area farm workers are 
financially capable of supporting 
themselves. He cited an example of 
one cane worker who earned in 
$422 in "take home" pay a week 
dung the season. He earned $192 
a week during the rest of the year. 
Though this worker was employed 
in a mill where wages are 
generally higher than field work- 
ers, the majority just.need to be 
taught "how to help themselves," 
Poole said. ` 

Poole also emphasized that van- 
dalism is the biggest problem that 
besets most companies that pro- 
vide housing for.migrant. workers. 
He said single male occupants do 
most of the damage of Project No. 
2, which presently pays about 
$150,000 a year for maintenance. 

Day care aids families 

Though housing gets the most 
publicity and is the most imme- 
diate need of the migrant workers, 
day care facilities are often of 
paramount importance to migrant 
families. 


One. of the most extensive 
migrant day care programs in 
Florida is operated by the Redland 
Christian Migrant “Association, 
RCMA. Although it was originally 
the “godchild” of the Mennonite 
Church, the RCMA's governing 
board has members from other 
churches and growers. The philo- 
sophy of the association, which has 
been in operation for 12 years, is to 
have interest of migrants 


represented, on the board. 
“The program is 95 percent day 
care,” explained Wendell N. Rolla-

Rollason said the RCMA is 
contracted for 974 children, state- 
wide..."because the staff has got- 
ten aéross the importance of day 
care centers," he explained. The 
HEW's sliding scale is used to 
determine what migrant: families 
are charged for service. 

Rollason said the association is 
strongly supportive of farming 
since 75 percent of the problems 
that face agriculture affect the 
grower and farm worker, alike. 
Agriculturé is not totally respon- 
sible for what goes wrong." 

According to Lee, USSC saw a 
need for day care facilities and 
rennovated Harlem Academy. He 
said USSC was able to get federal 
matching funds to pay about two- 
thirds of the center's $140,000 
annual budget.

Lee said the center provides its 
Children with meals and basic 
medical and dental care. Parents 
are charged for the service based 
on the HEW sliding fee schedule 
which takes into account the 
number of persons in the family 
and annual income. 

“We are not concerned about the 
number of children in a~family,” 
Lee said. "We just wanted to help 
the people in the community." 

Although the center is capable of 
comfortably taking care of about 
120 children, it presently enrolls 
only 99. 

"We know the need's there," Lee 
said, but “people in the area do not 
fully utilize i 

Day care service.is also provided 
at the Belle Glade. Housing Auth- 
ority Project No. 2. . 

Poole said the Community Co- 
ordinator of Child Care (from West 
Palm Beach) funds the service 
which uses the sliding fee scale. 
About 62 children are enrolled in 
the center. 

Health care available 

The only health care service 
toured by the Methodist ministers 
was the one in Harlem operated by 
Migrant Health Services, Inc. 

According to Fred E. Diaz, 
director of the center, the program 
presently operates four centers. 
Others are in Okeechobee. Fort 
Pierce and Indiantown. 

Diaz said the service provides all 
aspects of health care which is 
comparable to that provided by 
private practices. It employs phy- 
sicians, dentists, lab technicians 
and nurses. Bills aré computed on a 
sliding scale and. HEW grant 
money is available to fill the gaps, 
he explained. 

Diaz said the records of mi- 
grants who utilize the service are 
fed into a computer so they are 
instantly available at other cen- 
ters, should the patient move to 
another area. 

Even though low cost health 
care is available, many migrants 
have poor health, he said. This is 
becuase most migrants place 
health low on their list of priori- 
ties, as do many middle class 
Americans, he explained. 

Diaz also disputed statistics 
citing a shorter-than-average life 


span for migrants. The nature of . 


he health, day care and 


housing ie«ciies available to mi 
* grants impressed the ministers, 


which included Rev. Bently Wil.

"I thought the farmers in íhe 
tour were doing an excellent job of 
updating housing," Woerner said. 

He said the purpose of the tour 
was to present the farmers' side of 
the housing story to the Executive 
Committee and the Florida Metho- 
dist Conference Bishop. 

Last October, the United 
Methodist Reporter, a state-wide 
newsletter, featured an article 
which presented a negative view of 
migrant labor housing and sup- 
ported Chavez's movement. 

But Woerner contends the arti- 
cle did not present an accurate 
account of present farmer-owned 
housing, which accomodates about 
25 percent of area farm workers. 
He said most of this negative 
publicity is the result of investi- 
gations that were conducted be- 
fore migrant housing was improv- 
ed. 

Sandra Stitt, president of the 
Clewiston United Methodist Wo- 
men, UMW, said her group is also 
joining in the opposition to state 
UMW support of Chavez's move- 


ment. 

According to Mrs. Stitt, “The 
secondary boycott is a deceitful 
means of getting farmers to join a 
union. We feel the women don't 
understand what supporting Cha- 
vez could mean.” 

To date, the state UMW, has 
spent about $25,000 on Chavez's 
movement, she explained. 

She also added that Methodist 
Women in other Florida farming 
districts have supported the Clew- 
iston group's views. “That is why 
we have supported the issue.”

Committee meeting planned 

Mrs. Stitt said her presènt plans 
include a one hour meeting with 
the Executive Committee at their 
Jan. 8 meeting. 

According to Mrs. Stitt, "We've 
invited the president (of the state 
UMW) to come down to view the 
conditions.-But she has not seemed 
too interested. 

"I think it's 4 cop-out to stand 
behind Chavez without knowing 
what he stands for," she concluded.
